For the second time within a year, at

The twenty families ran 
to the street in a panic, and as the noise 
had been heard in the neighborhood, the 
street quickly filled with excited residents 
of the district. The explosion had been 
heard ,at Policé Headquarters, in Mul- 
berry Street, and Inspector McLaughlin, 
Detective Sergeant Petrosini, and many 
detectives ran to the scene, The entire 
front of Deodado’s store had been blown 
out and the contents of the windows 
strewn about the street.

The engine of the Pennsylvania train 
while running at full speed in an effort toy 
make up 80 minutes’ last time, crashed 
through the engine of a freight train on 
the track of the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
Road, which crosses the Pennsylvania’s 
lines at Highth Street, near Cherry.

THIRD RAIL SETS CAR AFIRE. 


Passengers on a Brooklyn Elevated 
Had a Scramble to Escape. 


One of the iron gates on the second 
ear of a five-car Lexington Avenue train 
dropped on the third rail just as the 
train was turning at Washington and 
Concord Streets, Brooklyn, early yester- 
day morning. The gate becoming 
jammed between the forward truck of 
the car and the third rail, caused a 
short circuit, and for, the next few min- 
utes there were a series of explosions 
and blinding flashes that terrorized the 
passengers and guards. ,

Pieces of 
asphalt and stones were sent flying in 
all directions. A huge piece of asphalt 
was found lying at the base of the statue 
of Washington on the Sub-Treasury 
Building. 

A runway leading out of the Trust 
Company building into the street sank 
about a foot. The asphalt pavement was 
ripped and torn and huge crevices, out 
of which steam escaped, were made. The 
hot steam melted the asphalt on all sides 
of the excavation. 


No Elevator Service To-day. 


The effect of the accident will be felt ip 
every building between William and Broad 
Streets when business opens to-day. The

is fixed. It will also make hundreds of 
persons toll up endless flights of stairs in 
the skyscrapers of the district affected.

Nobody lives in the vicinity, but the news 
of the wreck spread through the town 
within a few minutes and caused intense 
excitement. 

Practically the whole population went 
to the scene of the wreck, and ambu- 
lances were summoned from Aultman 
Hospital. The police were ordered out 
to keep order among the crowd, but de- 
spite their efforts there was great con- 
fusion. Many of the passengers on the 
flier left the train hurriedly in their night 
clothes. Some of them were badly shaken 
up, but the ambulance doctors were not 
called upon to attend to any of them. 

There were four cars in the passenger 


train, made up of a combination baggage 
car and Pullman smoker, two Pullman 
sleepers, and a dining car. About 70 pas- 
sengers were on the train. The train 
stopped at Fort Wayne at 5 and was 
not supposed to stop again until reaching 
Pittsburg at 11:49. It is customary for the 
special to go through Canton at full speed. 
The train left Chicago at 2:45 yesterday 
afternoon, and was duein New York at 
9:43 this morning. It is known among rall- 
road men as No, 28.

Tells What French Law of Separa- 
tion Means to the Church. 


Archbishep John M. Farley of New York 
yesterday gave out a statement on the 
| Church and State controversy in France 
in which he said: 

‘‘Here in America, where there is no 
attempt made by the State to interfere 
| with the various religious denominations, 
the people at large are naturally disposed 
to condemn clergymen who, by declining 
to comply with the behests of the Gov- 
| ernment, expose themselves to a charge 
(of rebellion against the authorities of the 
jland. But in order to understand the re- 
|fusal of the Roman Catholic clergy of 
| France to fulfill the requirements of the 
new law of separation it must be ex- 
plained that the provisions of the statute 
in question demand the consent of the 
Church and of its ministers to the allena- 
tion of al] the propetty that has been 
bequeathed and donated them to be held 
in trust for religious and philanthropic 
| purposes, It is property which they do not 
derive from the Government, but from 
the munificence of the pious, and of which 
they are merely the Trustees. 

“Article 4 of the new law of separation!

MGR. FARLEY: EXPLAINS: 


Tells What French Law of Separa- 
tion Means to the Church. 


Archbishop John M. Farley of New York 
yesterday gave out a statement on the 
Church and State controversy in France 
in which he said: 

‘“‘Here in America, where there is no 
attempt made by the State to interfere 
with the various religious denominations, 
the people at large are naturally disposed 
to condemn clergymen who, by declining 
to comply with the behests of the Gov- 
ernment, expose themselves to a charge 
‘of rebellion against the authorities of the 
land. But in order to understand the re- 
fusal of the Roman Catholic clergy of 
France to fulfill the requirements of the 
new law of separation it must be ex- 
plained that the provisions of the statute 
in question demand the consent of the 
Church and of its ministers to the allena- 
tion of all the property that has been 
bequeathed and donated them to be held 
in. trust for religious and philanthropic 
| purposes. It is property which they do not 
derive from the Government, but from 
the munificence of the pious, and of which 
they are merely the Trustees. 

“ Article 4 of the new law of separation

He says he proclaimed in America 
last Spring that Dr. Beard of this 
country had discovered a cancer cure 
in trypsin, and he s0 interested Amer- 
foan specialists in the cure that some 
of them tried it, and he is now in- 
formed that cures have been effected 
by trypsin in America. 

“Tf,” he writes, “an Englishman's 
work bruited in America by me can 
gave despaired of lives there, why in 
the name of the Eternal not here | 
also? ”’ 

The ftmpression he seeks to 
is that English doctors have not given 
trypsin a fair trial, and will not give it; 
a fair trial. Thus, according to his 
argument, they are withholding from 
the suffering and dying a sovereign 
remedy. 

The British Medical Journal of yes- 
terday publishes the report of a lecture 
on cancer delivered on Dec. 12 by Dr. 
Edmund Owen, the distinguished Eng- 
lish surgeon, before the Royal College 
of Surgeons, Hngland, and directs at- 
tention to a paragraph in the lecture 
which\it evidently considers a fair an-| 
swer to Dr. Saleeby'’s allegations. The 
paragraph referred to reads as fol- 
lows! 

“T regret that it is out of my power 
to call attention to any modern meth- 
od of.treatment of cancer which can 
honestly and confidently promise a 
cure, It is, of course, disheartening to 
be compelled to confess that no certain 
cure for cancer has been found, and 
that, so far as known, searchers are 
not yet upon the obvious track of one. 
But such is the fact, and it is only 
right. that the public.should know just 
how-matters stand. The public may 
be assured that if a cure were soar! 
those who were strenuously working 
at the subject would be in immediate 
possession of it.’’ 

The same thing is said°at the Cancer | 
Hospital, Middlesex Hospital, and| 
other institutions in London where a | 
special study is made of cancer. 

“We shall know immediately a cure 
for cancer is found,” a London profes- 
sor said to me, and he added: “‘ Nobody | 
in the world will hail the discovery | 
with’ greater delight than the cancer 
specialist.”

Revolution Subdued at Terrible Cost to 
the People. 


WARSAW, Russian Poland, Dec. 16.— 
Reports received from points throughout 
Russian Poland show that the Govern- 
ment’s policy of firmness has been suc- 
cessful in subduing the last of the smol- 
dering sparks of revolution. This result 
was accomplished at a terrible cost to the 
Polish people, the number of victims being 
estimated at thousands.

|such a competition they will probably 
come from hitherto unknown writers. 

“TI do not mean that such a man as 
Conried at the head of such an enterprise 
as the New Theatre won't be able to get 
good plays—but he will probably get them 
best through direct channels. He should 
have no difficulty in making connections 
with people fairly well equipped to write 
such American dramas as he may need— 
as any other manager would have. He 
has the advantage of being in the position 
of an independent producer.” 

William Gillette did not wish to be

White Cigarette Paper and Even 
the Despised Penny. 


LIKEWISE THE DERBY HAT 


And When You Use Such Effete 
Things You Are No Longer an 
Object of Great Wonder. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—Westward 
the course of empire takes its way—and 
You can't keep it out. California in these 
days is getting some of the things she 
used to sniff at as of ‘“‘ the effete East”’ 
—one hears that phrase even yet, but it’s 
tempered with an apologetic smile now. 
Wor example, there are cigarette papers. 

The proper cigarette paper in California 
has always been a brown tissue which 
goes by the name of “ wheat straw.” It 
ig more pungent than the kind you buy on 
Broadway, and it is rather hard and 
harsh to the tender Eastern finger. _But 
recently they have found that there is a 
market here for the white, filmy article, 
@nd apparently nobody is ashamed to be 
geen using it on the streets. 

Five years ago a young man from the 
Bast got into the smoking compartment 
of a Pullman on a west-bound Santa Fé 
train as it was pulling out of Kansas City 
and saw a traveling companion throw 
away a package of the white papers. 

“Going back to the pipe?" asked the 
Hasterner. * ‘ 

“No,” was the reply, as the other pulled 
from his pocket a package of the brown 
papers; “‘I’m merely changing time. It’s 
coast time for smokers now. This is pre- 
scribed out here.” 

All that ig changed now. Hven the 
“tailor-made” cigarette, the one that 
you buy ready to smoke, is seen cemmonly 
out here now. Five years ago it was 
“ncommon, except in one brand which 
adhered to the brown paper and con- 
fained a tobacco faithful in form to the 
kind which the cigarette smokers and the 
billboard man have made as famous as 
any of our Chicago hams and canned 
beef. Now you can buy in any well- 
equipped cigar store the real Turkish and 
Far Eastern cigarette, made anywhere 
from Canal Street to the Battery. 

And—let it be said with slow music—the 
penny, that dread symbol of Eastern 
closeness, that petty coin of the submerged

fou don’t hear so much about that now. 
The youngster who goes to. the candy 
store with two pennies isn’t asked where 
in the East his family has just moved 
from.’ He gets two sticks of red and 
white, sugared joy, just like that which he 
used to get back {n Massachusetts or New 
York. And no questions asked. 

One of the San Francisco newspapers is 
getting a good deal of local advertising 
out of the fact that its circulation man- 
ager, 2 product of the East, has ppt the 
newspaper on the street for a penny. A 
year ago it took 5 cents to buy a news- 
paper on the street here—and none ot | 
them was or is worth that much. Nearly 
everybody who wants a newspaper has 
it delivered at his home or office for 
something approaching the New York 
price. You can do it that way when you 
get the newspaper by the month. There 
has been some growling over the innova- 
tion, but it has not been harsh. Once in 
@ while you hear somebody curse a news- 
boy who has given four pennies in change 
to the purchaser of the one-cent pf 
but it ‘ig not often. Then the complaint is 
usually accompanied by this explanation: 

I don't want them. They’re a nuisance 
—always getting mixed up with your five- 
dollar ‘old pieces.” 

The laboring man who wants a news- 
paper and doesn’t care to pay any more 
than he has to looks at this differently. 
That is why the one-cent paper hopes for 
success. 

Meanwhile the department stores are 
slowly coming around. You had hard 
work five years ago finding an advertise- 
ment of any thige whose price didn’t end 
with 4 zero or d five. Now you can buy a 
real Christmas doll for 23 cents or a styl- 
ish skirt for 31.98 just as easily as you 
can in Sixth Avenue, in New York. 

The trace of Eastern methods can be/| 
seen in many other paths of business 
Some of these innovations come up here 
from’Los Angeles, to which San Fran- 
cisco even yet refers as “down South,” 
with some tinge of scorn for the city’s 

Boston ways.’’ Some of them come. more 
directly on the trains. ‘Soft,’’ or paper 
money isn’t used here very much, but it is 
coming-closer. The old San Franciscan 
still yows that it’s too dirty and that he 
doesn't care to ‘“‘ take chances’ on things 
like that which he can’t weigh in the 
counterfeit-detecting scales. Well, so did 
the men who used to keep the railroad 
restaurants on the lines that bring in 
Bastern: tourists, but the restatrant man 
will take your twenty-dollar bill now 
with the nonchalance of a Gravesend 
bookmaker—and put it away in his drawer 
with a roll of otifers, some of which are 
@ good deal bigger in denomination. And 
there is ‘many a place now where you can 
tender “@ dollar bill in payment for any- 
thing you. want without being obliged to 
undergo a disconcerting scrutiny or hav-

CHANGES IN CABINET 
OF BRITAIN BEGUN 


Parliamentary Secretary of the 
India Office Resigns. 


OTHER RESIGNATIONS SOON 


Burns May Be Promoted—Roosevelt 
Said to Have Intimated Bryce 
Would Be Welcome Here. 


LONDON; Monday, Dec. 17.—The first 
of the impending changes in the Cabinet 
to be announced is the resignation of J. EB. 
Ellis, Parliamentary Secretary to the In- 
dia Office. He is leaving on account of 
ill-health, and is going abroad to recuper- 
ate. It is understood that Walter Runcl- 
man, Parliamentary Secretary to the Lo- 
cal Government Board, will succeed him. 

Nothing is definitely known concerning 
other changes, but it Is stated that the 
Marquis of Ripon, Lord Privy Seal, and 
Sir H. Fowler, Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, will resign, and it is ru- 
mored that Herbert Gladstone will leave 
the Home Office. Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, however, according to the 
latest political gossip, has decided to re- 
main in the House of Commons in view 
of a Liberal attack that is about to_be 
made on the upper house, 

But everything appears to hinge on 
James Bryce’s acceptance of the post of 
Ambassador to the United-States. The 
British press is now beginning to regard 
Mr. Bryce’s acceptance as a foregone 
conclusion... The Tribune, referring to- 
day to the subject, points out that the 
post of Ambassador to Washington might 
easily become the most exalted in the 
Diplomatic Service, despite contentions 
to the contrary. The paper adds that the 
possibility of Mr. Bryce’s acceptance of 
the post meets with general approval, 
both in England and in the United States. 

‘“‘President Roosevelt, it is said,’’ The 
Tribune continues, ‘“‘ has allowed it to be 
known that he would. cordially welcome 
Mr. Bryce’s appointment, On this side of 
the Atlantic it is recognized that a post 
so attractive, influential, and distin- 
guished would be a fitting climax to Mr. 
Bryce’s long public career.” 

Among the notable rumors concerning 
Cabinet changes is one pointing to John 
Burns for promotion. He is even named 
as the successor of Mr. Bryce as Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. In any case, he 
has been so successful in his present 
place as President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board that it is considered not at 
all unlikely that he will be promoted. 


A DRAMATIC MURDER TRIAL. 


A Husband Goes Insane and Two Wit- 
nesses Are Paralyzed.

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 16.—Thomas L. 
Lam of Harrisonburg has been convicted 
of murder in the second degree in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Rockingham County. On 
Nov. 9 he shot and killed Frank P. Hens- 
ley, the cousin of his sixteen-year-old 
wife, because he found her at Hensley’s 
home. 

The trial aroused great interest here be- 
cause of its many peculiar features. The 
Rev. Stephen Hensley, father of the pris- 
oner’s wife, is a local preacher of the 


| Southern Methodist Church, and is looked 
| upon as a man of high character. He was 


called by the defense, and testified that 
Frank P. Hensey, the murdered man, had 
been over-attentive to another daughter 
and his second wife. Sons of the minister 
corroborated his testimony. After hear- | 
ing their evidence the husband of the min- 
ister’s other daughter became insane, and 
had to be restrained. The stepmother of 
the murdered man became paralyzed 


| while the trial was in progress, and had 
/ to lie on a cot while giving her evidence. 


Another witness, Jackson Wyany, who 
is 80 years old, became paralyzed while 
testifying. 

Two young people who had been sum- 
moned to testify in the case fell in love 
with each other, and were married by the 
presiding Judge during recess. 

Lam was entirely unmoved by his con- 
viction or the sentence which- followed it. 
He is to serve sixteen years in the pen- |

FROM COLD IN DAKOTA 


Fuel Famine Unrelieved — Dis- 
tress Grows More Acute. 


‘MANY RAILROADS BLOCKADED 
And Another Snowstorm Would Tie 
Up Nearly All of Them—Situa- 
Is Critical.

GRAND FORKS, N. D., Dec. 16.—A 
critical condition exists in North Dakota 
lowing to the scarcity of fuel. Several 
persons have frozen to death through 
inability to obtain coal. 

Careful inquiry in every portion of the 

northern half of the State shows that 
the-e is not a town in which coal can 
be had except in small quantities and to 
supply immediate needs, and in scores 
of places there is not a pound to be 
bought, the dealers having been out of 
fuel for days, and in some cases for a 
| week Or more, 
At Lakota the dealers’ supplies are ex- 
| hausted, and individuals are sharing with 
| their neighbors. At. Cando the flour mill 
|has been closed for three weeks for lack 
|of fuel. The light plant closed Thursday, 
and individuals are running short. 

At Granville the last coal was sold on 
Dec. 8. At Towner and Rugby the schools 
are closed, which is the case in many 
|smaller ‘towns. At Minot the central 
| heating plant has closed down at inter- 
| vals to save fuel, 
| The coal and wood supply at Aneta was 
| exhausted ten days ao. The kerosene 
|oil supply holds out, but this is disap- 
| pearing very rapidly. The lne of rail- 
}road running through the town has been 
| blockaded by snow three times this Fall. 
| No fuel has been received for over a 
| month. Fences have been torn down for 
|fuel; outbuildings have been sacrificed; 
|the lumber yards have been absorbed. 
| Farmers are twisting hay and straw into 
| knots and burning them. Snow has been 
| falling for two weeks, and the roads are 
blocked. “If no relief comes soon the peo- 
ple will be forced to raid the elevators and 
burn grain. 
| Reports received to-day from southwest 
of Aneta show that the families of two 
farmers perished on Thursday night from 
cold. The Coroner has gone to investi- 
gate. 

From McHenry. come reports of inability 
to get fuel. Many farmers are entirely 
out, and there Is no coal in the town. No 
trains have arrived there for three days. 
|The road is blocked with snow two feet 
deep. The suffering is said to be Inde- 
scribable, and farmers are congregating 
at central points to keep from freezins. 

One of the most threatening features 
is the possibility of a snow blockade. 
There is now more snow on th@ ground 
than at any time since 1896. Thus far the 
State has escaped high winds and bad 
drifts, but a storm such as is usugl at any

HERE’E A REAL POLICEMAN. 


Meaney Rescued a Family at a Fire 
and Lost No Time About It. 


Patrolman. Jeremiah Meaney of the 
East 104th Street Station was cut about 
the hands and his face was seorched:at a 
fire in the flathouse at 1,680 Madison 
Avenue early yesterday morning. He was 
hurt in rescuing several persons. 

Meaney was standing at the corner of 
lllth Street and Madison Avenue when 
he saw smoke coming out of the ladies’ 
tailoring establishment of Jacob Friedman 
on the ground floor of No. 1,680. He hur- 
ried to the house and saw a blaze through 
the plate glass windows of the store. 
Shrieks of terror and cries for help came 
from within.

Meaney smashed one of the large plate 
glass windows with his _nightstick and 
leaped through the hole. He made his 
way through the flames and smoke to the 
fear of the store, where lived Friedman 
and his family. 

The policeman found the Friedmans, 
Bertha, the wife; Jacob, Jr., 2% years; 
Elias, 5; Matthew, 9 months, and the 
husband, Jacob, crouched in the rear 
room. 

“This way; follow me!’ commanded 
Meaney, seizing the nine-months-old in- 
fant in one arm and little Jacob in the 
other. 

Then the policeman, with Mrs. Friedman 
trailing behind, and her husband with 
Elias in his arms following, rushed 
through the burning store to the broken 
window. 

Meaney passed the two children to a 
citizen and then got the others out. The 
mother and children were burned about 


the limbs and faces, and Meaney sent in a 
hurry call for an ambulance to the Har- 
lem Htespital. He then routed out the 
sleeping families on the upper floors. They 
were standing half clothed in the street 
when the firemen arrived. “The whole job 
didn’t take long, as Meaney did some tall 
hustling despite his burns. Dr. Overton 
dressed the injuries of the Friedmans and 
Meaney. The loss by fire was $2,000.

The Central Federated Union must

All this was made plain to the central 
body during an excited debate yesterday 
by Frank Morrison, Secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, who said 
that there is no appeal from the ulti- 
matum which will go into effect on Jan. 
1, 1907, if not lived up to. 

For between five and six hours an an- 
gry discussion took place. Shortly after 
Use debate began Secretary Frank Morri- 
son was asked to take the floor. He told 
the delegates the ultimatum would surely 


go into effect if it was not obeyed. He 
said the National unions had the sole 
power of ordering strikes, but the Cen- 
tral Federal Union had not and could not 
discipline unions for not striking. 

Morrison when he was through had to 
submit to a running fire of questions. 
Some of the delegates told him that the 

arent body had destroyed a union by 
ts mismanagement and that the A. F. of 
L. wanted to save certain labor leaders of 
international unions all the time and was 
willing to throttle thé truth so the leaders 
could be ,saved. 

Morrison denied that the A. F. of L. 
ever tried to throttle the truth. A shout 
of laughter followed this statement. 

The Chairman refused to entertain a 
motion to give the A. F. back the charter 
to the A. F. of L. 

After the

American Engineer Returns and Tells 
About Mining in Rhodesia. | 


La Touraine from Havre and the At- 
lantic Transport liner Minneapolis from 
London, last of the week-end fleet, came ! 
up the bay together early yesterday morn- 
ing. On the Minneapolis came BE. H. 
Garthwaite, a mining engineer, who has 
spent the last twelve years in South Af- 
rica. It was Mr. Garthwaite whom the 
late Cecil Rhodes sent to Rhodesia sev- 
eral years ago to examine and report ei 
the mining industry of that country. 

Mr. Garthwaite said that the present | 
gold output of Rhodesia was about 50,000! 
ounces a month, but it was not of the| 
best grade. 

“There is nothing to indicate that the 
Rhodesia diamond mines will ever rival 
the De Beers mines in Kimberley,” said | 
Mr. Garthwsatte. “Sir John Willoughby 
discovered diamonds there two years ago, 
but up to the present time they have not 
been found in paying quantities. Cotton 
growing in Rhodesia is in the experi- 
mental stage, but in my opinion the Rho- 
desia cotton is too coarse in texture to 
become a serious competitor of American 
eotton.”’ ; 

Mr. Garthwaite is enthusjastic over. the 
harnessing of the Victoria Falls, which he 
believes will revolutionize the mining in- 
dustry of South Africa, in reducing the 
working expenses i0 per cent. 

“It was a great engineering feat,” sald 
Mr. Garthwaite. “The power from the 
Victoria Falls is transmitted with safety 
and reliability over a distance of 600 miles 
tu the mines of the Witwatersrand." 

La ‘Touraine brought another Scuth Af- 
rican mining engineer, J. B. Pitchford, an 
American working in Johannesburg. He 
sald that there were at present 53,000 
Chinese working in the mines. They were 
not brutally treated, as reported, he said. 
Many Chinamen were to be seen almost 
any day in Johannesburg riding in cabs 
and smoking cigars, and they appeared 
happy and prosperous. |

“CLUB FEATURES PROVIDED 


jan Subjects, Entertainments, and 
Religious Teaching Are Planned. 


_ The new building of the Young Wo- 
@en’s Hebrew Association was formally 





dedicated yesterday afternoon with ap- 
propriate ceremonies. Prior to the actual 
ceremonies the entire building was 


» thrown open to the inspection of a large | 


@udience. The new building, at 1,584 Lex- 
ington Avenue, near 100th Street, consists 
of three stories and a basement. 

The equipment is designed primarily to 
help Hebrew girls either to a home or to 
teach them some productive employment 
adapted to their respective tastes. In the 
basement is a kitchen, and parlors. On 
the ground floor is a large auditorium | 
‘and a number of smaller public rooms. 
The large auditorium will be used for 
guch public purposes as may at times be 
meécessary in connection with the work. 
At other times it will be used as a gymna- 
gium for those who live in the house, or 
fwho enter the physical training classes. 

On the second floor are the airy class 
rooms. Here will be taught stenography, 
typewriting, bookkeeping, arithmetic, 
spelling, elementary and advanced Eng- 
dish literature, elocution, French, Ger- 
man, plano, and violin, There will also 
be courses in dressmaking, plain sewing, 
shirt-waist making, draughting and de- 
signing, millinery, embroidery, and first 
aid to the injured. The fees for these 
afternoon and evening courses will be 
moderate. 

Classes in gymnastics for women and 
@hildren have been arranged. There will 
giso be provided instruction in Hebrew 
and the Bible. 

The third floor will be devoted largely 
to: well furnished and dainty sleeping 
rooms for the girls. Rentals of these 
rooms, including breakfasts, will be from 
$2 to $2.50 a week. On this floor are bath- 
rooms, including showers, a library, read- 
fing room, and a reception room. 

The association, which will move into 
its new home from a much smaller build- 
ang two doors south, plans to extend the 
fwork it has been doing for three years. 
Yn addition to the educational courses 
the association is planning a number of 
entertainments. The association already 
embraces a glee club, a needle art club, 
@nd a social club. 

After the guests of the association, its 
Trustees, and officers had been shown 
through the new building yesterday and 
had seen the work of the pupils on exhi- 
bition they assembled in the auditorium 
on the first floor for the formal part of 
the exercises. After the Rev. Dr. Bernard 
Drachman of the Zichron Ephraim Con-| 


regation had made an opening prayer, | 
he Rev. Dr. H. Pereira Mendes of the 
Ghearith Israel Congregation made the 
speech of dedication. | 
“The origin of this. work,” said he, 








be so consecration of life for the He- 
brew Bun women in this city. The pur- 
pose of this work is to keep the heart of 
the young women true «o their faith, al- 
though we teach here many utilitarian 
things.

Henry M. Toch made an address of pres- 
entation as Chairman of the Building 
Committee, at the conclusion of which he 
handed the building’s keys to Mrs. I. Un- 
terberg, President of the association, 

“This house,” he said, ‘‘is only another 
link in that chain of institutions which 
we. Jews have forged around ourselves 
from the days of Peter Stuyvesant to this. 
Let us hope that the day will come when 


| the standard of judging men and women 


will not be by religion alone, but by the 
lives they lead’ and the good they do. 

“Thank God that we in this country 
are blessed in having at its head a man 
who judges not alone by religion but by 
our lives and who thus breaks down the 
barrier between Jew and Gentile. The 
oppressors in. Europe are shown Oscar 
Straus, a Jew, placed in one of the highest 
offices of the government by the Presi- 
dent of the United States—God bless 
him—Theodore Roosevelt 

“And now Mrs. Unterberg, in presenting 
to you the key, let me express the hope 
on behalf of all concerned that from this 
house will go forth our young, so 
equipped in knowledge and training that 
they will help hasten the day when 
tolerance and consideration for all will 
be the spirit that rules the world.” 
Mrs. Unterberg then accepted the build- 
ing for the association. She called 
ittention to the increased field of useful- 
ness made possible by the new dormi- 
tory. 

“It supplies a most important need in 
such a large Jewish community as we 
have in New York,’’ she said, ‘‘There is 
a crying need among the younger working 
girls for some place where they can 
receive proper care and advice and a 
helping hand to encourage their honesty, 
their virtue and their industry. Our only 
regret is that our financial resources 
limit us to the accomplishment of this 
for only a limited number. 

“We are here not only to dedicate this 
buiiding but to dedicate to this building 
the strength of purpose and the ideals 
upon which we originally founded this 
institution. In a larger sense we are 
only now beginning the work.” 

There were other addresses by patrons 
of the Association and officers of kindred 
organizations. 


GANG BEATS POLICEMAN.

“You are a brave man,”’ was the com- 
pliment paid to Policeman William D. 
O’Grady of the East Sixty-seventh Street 
Station by Magistrate Wahle in the York- 
ville Court yesterday. O’Grady appeared 
as complainant against Charles Hietzel 
of 839 East Sixty-sixth Street, whom he 
charged with assault. He also accused 
Alexander Larsen, a bartender in Timm’'s 
saloon, at First Avenue and Sixty-sixth 
Street, with disorderly conduct. 

O’Grady has been on the police force 
only eighteen months and has had almost 
continual trouble with the young toughs 
on First Avenue. 

Six members of the gang were rounded 
up by precinct detectives and O’Grady on 
Saturday night. The policeman was re- 
turning alone from the station house 
when he was set upon by the gang. He 
was knocked down and kicked. After 
using his own club on him the gang fled 
into the Timm saloon. 

O’Grady regained his feet, and with all 
the O’Grady blood boiling went in pur- 
suit.

JEWELRY TRADE BOOM 
BEATING ALL RECORDS 


Great Business Done Despite 
Steadily Rising Prices. - 


WORKERS MAKE $100 A BOOM 


Factories Ignoring Spring Trade to Fill 
Holiday Orders—Buyers 
Pay Willingly. 


Jewelry manufecturers have held con- 
ferences of late and talked over advanc- 
ing prices of some of the more staple 
articles of jewelry. The tendency of all 
prices is upward. Without waiting to 
reach an agreement, many of the manu- 
facturers say they have already put up 
prices on many lires, especially on ar- 
ticles of real gold and genuine precious 
stones, 
out buyers are notified that figures on | 
precious. stones, especially diamonds, are 
subject to advances without notice. 

Factories which have been running 
night and day are said to be unable to 
meet the enormous demand of the present 
season for jewelry ornaments of various 
kinds. Some Pave refused further or- 
ders, as it is impossible to fill them be- 
fore the holidays. Usually at this time 
of year the manufacturers have samples 
ready for the Spring trade, but at nu- 
merous factories holiday goods are be- 
ing turned out and no attention is be- 
ing given to the coming year’s designs. 

The manufacturers say this year has | 
been the greatest for jewelers in the his- | 
tory of the trade. More money has been | 
paid for American pearls and baroques 
from the Wabash, Wisconsin, and the 
Mississippi Rivers than in any other 
year, it is said. The baroques, or ir- | 
regula: pearls, coming’in all kinds of odd 
and fantastic shapes, which a few years 
ago were allowed to remain on the river | 
banks as useless, have been used to an 
enormous extent this year in gold jew-| 
elry. 

The jewelers and lapidaries will receive 
at New York, according to the figures 
given out at the Appraiser’s office, about 
$42,000,000 worth of precious stones this 
year, which is about $5,000,000 above the | 
total for the last calendar year. In all 


the other materials which they uSe, say | 
the ,jewelers, the increased consumption ! 
has been fully as great. 





Some manufacturers, to avoid the ap-| 
pearance of putting up the prices in a} 
busy season, have made lighter settings | 
for precious stones, and in other ways re- | 
duced the quantity of precious metal! 
used. But the more popular plan, it is | 
said, is not to agen, 2 anything, but to} 
charge accordingly. Jsually buyers pay | 
willingly. 


Pearls are said to have advanced even 
more than diamonds, the rise being 20 
per cent. more than a year ago. Some 
of the fancy colored stones bring nearly 
twice the price of last year. 

As to labor, the manufacturers have 
been paying prices so high as to bring 
back into the ranks of the jewelry work- 
ers hundreds of men and women who 
had left this line of labor when it was 
not so profitable. The highest paid work- 
ers are the designers, the best of whom 
earn upward of $100 a week. Sometimes 
$200 to $300 is paid for a single* design 
made in a day or two, 

Prosperity has added largely to the 
number of jewelry factories, and figures 
compiled by the trade show that there 
are now about 1,100 factories in the 
country, or about 50 per cent. more than 
there were a few years ago.

President Pilkington Advocates 
International Conference. 


CYCLISTS IN GOOD SHAPE. 


Six-Day Riders WIIl Recelve Their 
Prize Money To-day. 


The men who took part in the six-day bicycle 
race at Madison Square Garden last week spent 
yesterday in resting. When the race was fin- 
ished on Saturday night nearly all the riders 
went directly to the Turkish bath, where, after 
a good rub down they rested for the night. 
Most of them slept until late in the morning, 
but they were all up and around by noon, 


An informal meeting was held at the Hotel 
Bartholdi in the afternoop, and the rivalries 
and animosities of the week*were forgotten, 
There was nothing about the men suggestive 
of physical hardship. Except for a skin abra- 
sion here and there the men were in good con- 
dition, and looked fit to begin a second week’s 
ride again. 

Every man who finished will receive a bonus, 
The. prize money will be distributed by Man-

WOULD HELP THE SPORT 


Absence of Any Official Relations Be- 
tween English and American Asso- 
ciatlons Responsible for Trouble. 


Building at noon to-day, when the winners will 
receive the lion’s share of the $4,500 set apart 
as prize money. Root and Fogler will get about 
$1,500 of this amount, and the remaining $3,000 
will be divided on the percentage plan as the 
teams finished. 

That the race was the most successful, from 
a financial standpoint, ever held, is admitted 
on all sides. The total receipts were, about 
$100,000. The prices were doubled twice during 
the week—on Wednesday and again on Satur- 
day. Including the opening night there was 
never less than 10,000 persons in the building 
in the evenings, while the average morning and 
afternoon attendance was about 5,000. 

The outcome of the investigations made by 
the municipal departments is yet to be ascer- 
tained. Reports will be made to the chiefs of 
the departments and will determine future ac- 
tion. It is freely asserted that six-day bicycle 
racing at Madison Square Garden is at an end, 
and that legal permission will be withheld next 
December. 

The case against Treasurer Schroeder of the 
Garden for violating the Criminal Code in en- 
dangering life and limb will be tried this week, 
and much depends upon the disposition of ‘the 
case whether the race will be allowed next year. 


The action of the Henley Regatta Stewards 

in barring American crews until an agreement 
is completed between the Henley Stewards 
and the National Association of Amateur Oars- 
men of the United States will probably bring 
forth a protest from rowing en all over the 
country. The resolution is accepted here as a 
reflection on American amateurs, and retalia- 
tory methods are advocated in many quarters. 
It is felt that the English rowing authorities 
have acted somewhat unjustly in using the Ves- 
per Boat Club incident as an argument and ex- 
cuse for their action. 
\ There is a general feeling that the amateur 
status of rowing men in America should not 
be brought into question, and the drastic ac- 
tion of the National Association of Amateur 
Oarsmen at its last meeting in this city in the 
cases of offending oarsmen was pointed to as 
an illustration and evidence of a disposition to 
deal harshly with offenders. No rowing asso- 
ciation ever inflicted more severe punishment 
on its members than the National Association 
Gid on the Vesper Boat Club crew, Mulcahy 
and Varley of the Atalanta Boat Club, W. E. 
Cody, Harlem Rowing Club, and others. In 
the majority of the cases the offenses were not 
Gisgraceful, but the punishment wats intended 
as @ warning to all oarsmen and an indication 
of the stand that will be taken in future by 
the rowing authorities in the United States. 

The whole matter will be taken up by the 
National Association at its annual meeting,

INTERNATIONAL FINANCE, 

The figures of trade with abroad for 
November arrive at an exceptionally 
interesting time, and are in themselves 
exceptionally significant. Our mer- 
chandise exports increased $12,181,477, 
and our merchandise imports increased 
$21,405,516. The excess of exports over 
imports is $62,819,568 for November, 
and $421,657,430 for the eleven months 
of the year. For November thesex- 
cess of imports of gold is $6,971,201, 
and for the year to the first of the cur- 
rent month $103,130,624. All these 
figures make excellent comparisons 
with former Novembers and earlier 
years. The excess of exports of mer- 
chandise for 1906 is the greatest since 
1901, but has been surpassed several 
times in still earlier years. The im- 
ports of gold have no parallel since 
1898, when the imports of gold were 
$134,481,454, and the excess of mer- 


: | chandise exports was $537,870,363. 


It thus appears that with excess of 
merchandise exports smaller by $116,- 
000,000 we have exercised a command 
over the world’s gold smaller by only 
$31,000,000.

It is not only the Lower Hudson 
which is threatened -with pollution. 
The agitation which was begun for our 
protection has extended to in- 
clude “up-State” streams and lakes. 
They are suffering not from relief 
of sanitary necessities, as by discharge 
of sewage, but from the natural effort

' of manufacture to conduct itself in the

Gently but firmly those who are care- 
less must be told and convinced that 
they must dispose of their own wastes, 
as becomes all good citizens.

“NATIONAL DEATH.” 

As a Nation which is still increasing 
in population 20 per cent. a decade we 
cannot be profoundly affected by Pres- 
ident Roospve.t’s official admonitions 
of impending ‘‘ National death, race 
death.”” Nor, probably, will his assur- 
ance that “there are regions in our 
land, and classes in our population, 
where the birth rate has sunk below the 
death rate,” occasion widespread mis- 
giving. The fact has been observed in 
on nations. In 1897, before Mr. Roosr- 
VELT had made and heralded his’ alarm- 
ing discovery, Dr. J. BERTILLON pre- 
sented a table to the International Sta- 
tistical Institute at St. Petersburg, 

showing that in the chief European 
cities the birth rate per 1,000 women 
between the ages of 15 and 50 decreased 

in proportion to their wealth, as fol- 
lows:

Irom this table it appears that births 
in the wealthiest class average about 
one-third those in the poorest. A con- 
siderable discounting of the value of 
this comparison must be made, how- 
ever—one which, possibly, the President 
fails to make—in that women of fami- 
lies that have attained affluence with- 
in their own lifetime belong to the up- 
per age groups, which would naturally 
bear but few children. These women, 
especially in the United States, have 
jalready borne the majority of their 
| children before they became rich. In 
| this class the death rate might reason- 
| ably be expected to exceed the birth 
rate. 

Of course, nations have always kept 
up their numerical strength from their 

more fertile poorer classes. As the 
United States has prospered since the 
civil war, its families have grown 
correspondingly smaller, falling from 
an average of 5.3 persons in 1860 to 4.7 
persons in 1900, But it should be borne 
in mind that these 4.7 persons have an 
expectation of life to the age of 35, 
whereas the average age at death in 
{1860 was barely 30. Here is an ab- 
solute increment of life during its 
period of greatest enterprise and action, 
serving at least in a measure to com- 
pensate for the numerical! reduction in 
the size of families. Doubtless, also, 
since the greatest mortality prevalls in 
districts filled with large families, the 
diminishment in the average size of 

merican families should not be re- 
garded altogether as a National curse. 

No figures have been compiled where- 
with to compare the National birth 
| rate and the National death rate, which 
| is the only proper way to measure 
| the actual gains and losses of popula- 
tion. Fortunately there is published itn

BETTER PAY IN WASHINGTON. 

Among the somewhat numerous spe- 
cial messages the President is reported 
to intend to send to Congress is one 
urging higher pay for the employés of 
the Government in Washington. There 
is chance here for a good deal of dis- 
cretion, and if advances are to be 
made, we trust that opportunity will 
be seized to redress some wrongs, cor- 
rect some absurdities, 

Unquestionably the places under the 
Government at Washington which re- 
quire more than usual ability, experi- 
ence, and character, places involving 
considerable responsibility, are under- 
paid, and many of them very much 
underpaid. On the other hand, the 
merely clerical places, requiring only 
ordinary ability and rather less than 
the ordinary industry and fidelity, are 
overpaid. That is to say, the salaries 
in these places are considerably higher 
than are paid in business life for more 
and harder work. Taking into account 
the annual vacation and the allowance 
of time for sick leave, the pay for work 
actually done per hour is decidedly 
higher than in private business. These 
facts should be borne in mind when a 
revision of salaries is undertaken. A 
flat advance by a certain percentage 
along the entire line would be unjust 
to those who are underpaid, extrava- 
gant toward those who are overpaid, 
and a wrong to the taxpayers, who 
have rights, even if they are taxed so 
adroitly that they do not know when 
they are robbed.

Therefore it will not do for the Unit- 
ed States Government to cause more 
than a moderate cessation of land kill- 
ing of the depleted Pribiloff fur-seal 
herd, in order that it may increase to 
normal proportions. The lessees of the 
Alaskan sealing rights are obligated to 
pay the Government a royalty for each 
skin of $10.22%4, which, of course, is 
predicated entirely upon a high mar- 
ket value and the maintelfance of that 
value during the period of the lease. 
It is scarcely remembered that in 1870, 
before sealskin wraps became fashion- 
able, the skins brought only about $5 
apiece. Since skiliful manipulation 
standardized them as fashionable in 
Europe and America sealskins have 
helped in amassing large private fort- 
unes, and have enabled this Govern-, 
ment to pay, and more than pay, the 
cost of the cession of the entire Alas- 
kan peninsula, with its priceless gold 
mines as a heritage.

His Bminence cites several extracts 
from the speeches of French officials, de- 
signed to show their anti-Christianity— 
their “‘ heresy ’’—and then appeals to the 
American people, asking them if any 
American statesman who values his po- 
litical head would dare utter anything of 
that nature.

There are at present hopeful 
signs on the horizon, which, on whatever 
side of. the line we may be in the agita- 
tion of the labor question, we are bound 
to work toward.” 

Dr. Fagnani said that Church and labor 
were terms susceptible of being defined 
with various shades of meaning. The 
Church might be aristocratic where gov- 
erned by a body of officials, or At might 
be democratic where governed by the 
laity. The laborer might be any one who

GOLD SITUATION IN LONDON. 


Apprehension Still Caused by the 
Position of New York.

“It was not South American with- 
drawals and the slight increase in mon- 
etary stringency that were the chief 
causes of the rapidity with which dis- 
count rates advanced at the close of 
last week. The most potent influence 
was the persistence with which New 
York exchange moved against London, 
assisted by the steady pertinacity with 
which American borrowers are increas- 

ing credits on this side. 

“The position of New York is the 
cause of some anxiety, and as long as 
the New York exchange makes gold 
shipments possible there is naturally 
apprehension, after the experience last 
Autumn of the headlong recklessness 
with which American financiers take 
gold when they want it. Last Monday 
they saw fit to leave the bullion mar- 
ket to the Bank of England, but there 
is a good deal of doubt whether the 
same policy will be followed on Mon- 
day next. 

“So far the Bank has been able to 
recoup itself. If it cannot do so in the 
future the position is materially altered 
for the worse, and though a 7 per 
cent. official rate would be an unpleas- 
ant ending to the year, there can be 
little doubt that the Directors are pre- 
pared to enforce it if they find them- 
selves outbid in the bullion market and 
also subjected to fresh demands on 
their own gold store. 

“That money will be easier in Jan- 
uary than between now and the end of 
December is obvious and inevitable, but 
that it will be easier then than now is 
an assumption on which it would be 
unsafe to lay heavy odds.

ST. PAUL’S NEW LINE 
CUTS INTO HILL ROAD 


Pacific Coast Project Crosses 
Northern Pacific Ten Times 


WILL COST $75,000,000 


Much New and Rich Territory Also to 
be Opened Up—Rush Work 
Being Done. 


The construction of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul's extension to the Pa- 
cific Coast, which is now well under way, 
is the most important railroad project 
that has been undertaken in this country 
since the construction many years ago 
of the present lines to the Pacific Coast. 
Upon the completion of the extension 
from Glenham, 8. D., to Seattle and Ta- 
coma, the St. Paul will have the distinc- 
tion of being the first railway company 
to have a line of its own all the way 
from Chicago to the Pacific Coast. The 
distance from the eastern terminus of the 
St. Paul to Seattle will be 2,323 miles.

It will be noted that both St. Paul and 
Great Northern show a surplus after div- 
idends insufficient to provide the full rate 
of dividends on the new stock. Atchison 
and Northern Pacific show a_ larger 
amount than that required for the pur- 
pose. In this reckoning of course no ac- 
jcount is taken of the earnings which may 
be derived from the new capital itself. 
For a time, at least, the new capital will 
not add materially to the earnings, and it 
may reasonably be doubted if it will earn 
as much as the old capital for some time 
to come. The showing here made does 
not suggest that present dividend rates 
must needs be reduced too because of 
capital increases. It is of course the be- 
lief of the managements of the roads that 
are adding heavily to their stock issues 
that the expenditure of the new capital 
will fully justify itself. It may well be, 
however, and it is what is feared by 
some, that the new stock issues will for 
a time at least tax the resources of the 
roads to an uncomfortable extent. 

These roads have, it is true, greater 
earning power than that actually revealed 
in the figures given out. This is. par- 
ticularly true so far as the roads in the 
above list are concerned, of the Creat 
Northern and St. Paul. Both of these 
roads could by lower improvement charges 
and in other ways increase their available 
income, but such a procedure ‘would nec- 
essarily make the increased stock some- 
what less valuable than the present stock. 

Not to count any but the larger capital 
increases, including convertible bonds, the 
railroads have this year sold on previous 
authorizations, or newly authorized, no 
less than $725,000,000 of new stock. 
this there has been issued this year or an- 
nounced for issue in the near future no 
less than $380,000,000. To find .a parallel 
for such rapid increases in railroad stock 
issues it is necessary to go back to the 
early ’80s. The rough statistics of that 
period show that in 1881 there was an in- 
crease of $470,000,000 in the capital stock 
of the railroads of the country, accom- 
panying an increase of 11,400 miles in the 
country’s mileage.

THE STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Year’s Outturn Beyond All Estimates— 
Pig Iron Situation Acute. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Dec. 16.—The close ap- 
proach of Christmas finds a decided lull 
in new business in iron and steel, with no 
reason in sight for the depression. 
In the week there was recorded just one 
sale of any size in pig iron, and this was 
not a very large sale—only 600 tons for 
January delivery at the rate of $23 per 
ton> The price is not considered stiff 
either, though it is $1.50 per ton more than 
the rate agreed on for even spot pig tron, 
Most of the December and January Besse- 
mer has been going around $25, and the 
man who picked up 600 tons from the 
Bessemer Furnace Association this week 
at $23 may consider himself indeed lucky. 
The name of the purchaser has not been 
given. 

The lack of sales for the week shows 
more conclusively that the pig-iron situ- 
ation is becoming serious. The consum- 
ers need the iron and need it badly, yet 
they will not take up a market which they 
profess to believe has been boosted for 
the sole purpose of holding up the con- 
sumer, and they refuse to pay the prices | 
which those having pig fron have demand- 
ed of them. On the other hand, the eel

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can cut the rates in pig down when all 
which enters into the making of pig iron 
have been boosted. They scout the prop- 
osition which has been made by the con- 
sumers that the producers meet them half 
way and keep pig-iron rates within rea- 
son, say $20. 

Another move destined to have much to 
do with rates on pig iron has been made 
here. The gas companies supplying gas 
to the big Pittsburg mills and the blast 
furnaces have increased their rates on 
gas from 10-to 12 per cent., and at the 
same time have notified the mills that 
they do not care whether they like the 
increase or not—that the trade of mills 
is'not wanted. Of course, the noiifica- 
tion was not quite so platn as this, but 
it was understood just as well. The gas 
people long for the time when mills re- 
turn to coal in the Pittsburg district, 
and they will do all in their power to 
hasten that time by raising rates on gas 
and declining to renew expiring contracts | 
when they get the chance. It is likely | 
that a few years, at the outside, will see | 
a return to coal throughout all the Pitts- | 
burg district, and this will mean an addi- 
tional] expense, as the gas has been quite 
a boon to makers of iron and steel. Jones 
& Laughlin, the biggest independent steel | 
concern in the world, has already made | 
arrangements to return to coal by pur- | 
chasing five miles of river front below | 
Pittsburg, where they expect to erect the; 
largest plant in the world, moving their 
South Side mills there, too. They have 
there great facilities for getting coal, and 
this is what they figure they will need 


very soon. 

The demand for shapes and structural 
shapes continues to excite some comment, 
as it is now certain that the. year’s busi- 
ness in these lines will show not only far 
above that of any previous year, but it 
will also uncover figures showing the 
year in iron and stee] to have been far in 
excess of the most optimistic forecasts. 
The volume of business in these two par- 
ticular lines has been beyond bellef. 
While many of the mills practically dou- 
bled their producing capacity, in anticipa- 
tion of the big rush, they were unable to 
take care of the orders which have crowd- 
“1 in on them.

NEILL KILLED HIMSELF, 
SAYS WOMAN ACCUSED 


But Police Find Weapon in Her 
Umbrella and Say She Did It. 


TRIED MURDER ONCE BEFORE 


She Dropped, a Heavy Electric Light 
Weight on His Head and Near- 


ly Killed Him. 
so 


The body of Joseph M. Neill, the Green- 
wich blacksmith, who was found dead, 
and probably murdered, in his room in 
a Greenwich hotel on Friday night, was 
brought to the home of his mother, Mrs. 
Neill, 145 West Thirty-sixth Street, yes- 
terday. Catherine Neill, who passed as 
his wife, was confined in the alcoholic 
ward of Bellevue Hospital. She will be 
in the Tombs Court to-day under ex- 
tradition proceedings, but will not op- 
pose her surrender to the Connecticut au- 
thorities. 

It developed yesterday that Catherine 
Neill hal been married before to William 
H. Finley, an ex-policeman. She sued him 
last September for divorce, and the in- 
terlocutory decree was signed by Justice 
Jaycox in Brooklyn on Dec. 4, and filed 
on Dec. 10. However, she had already 
gone through a form of marriage with 
Neill at the Riverside Baptist Church, 
Amsterdam Avenue and Ninety-second 
Street, on Sept. 15. 

The friends of both the man and woman 
agree that the union was a most unhappy 
one. Catherine Neill’s family name was 
Bellow. Her parents are respectable peo- 
ple who live at 185 East Ninety-fifth 
Street. She had been very little at home 
for some years, and had in part supported 
herself by singing at concert halls. Jo- 
seph Nelll had recently set up a black- 
ss business at Greenwich and was 

pidly making his way in the world. He 
was a quiet, mild-mannered man of great 
strength, 

After he had married he took Catherine 
to live with his married sister at New 
Rochelle, and disagreements arose at 
once. According to the statements of 

Jatherine Neill to her counsel, Edward 
Greenthal, Neill’s relatives had a great 
influence over him, and were wheedling 
him out of his money. He drank heavily, 
and beat her when he was intoxicated, as 
the bruises upon her showed. On the 
other hand, Neill’s family assert that 
on two separate occasions she tried to 
kill him. A few weeks ago she embraced 
him and drew him under a héavy electric 
light in the centre of the room. It ran 
on a pulley, and she managed to bring 
it down on the top of his head. 

“I'm going to hell, and I'll take you 
with me,’’ she exclaimed. 

It knocked him senseless, and for 
time it was thought that he was dead. 

On another occasion, it is alleged that 
she attacked Neill with a razor and 
His trousers 
were cut through, and if the landlord, 
Neill’s brother-in-law, had not threatened 
her with a revolver she would have done 
him serious injury. The bruises, from 


which she is now suffering, are explained 
by Neill's fri ends as the result of a drink- 
ing bout. She attracted a large crowd 
around her, and Neill picked her up bodily 
and carried her upstairs to her room. 

Mrs. Neill will probably set up the de- 
fense of suicide. As she described what 
happened in the room at Greenwich to 
her lawyer yesterday she said: 

“Joe had been drinking heavily and 
was very much depressed. He was very 
loving to me, but was complaining about 
a deed of some property he had just given 
to his sister Nellie. 

“*They’ll get all I’ve got yet. They 
are nagging at me all the time,’ he sai 

‘I tried to comfort him and left him 
lying on the bed, when he told me to go 
downstairs and get something to -eat. 
While I was out*of the room I heard 
him fall on the floor and ran back. He 
was bleeding in the face and I tried to 
wipe the blood away. could not stop 
it and called to the hotel people. I did 
not try.to get away, but stayed until 
the proprietor told me to get out.” 

it is absolutely denied by the friends of 
Neill that he had been drinking just be- 
fore his death. Half an hour before he 
had been at work at his place of business, 
and witnesses say they saw him signing 
checks. Miss Nellie Neill explained last 
night that the deed which he had given 
her was merely of property which he had 
bought with her own money for her. 

“T saved a good deal of money,” she 
said, ‘‘ while I was working in Port Ches- 
ter, and gave it to him to invest for me. 
I feared this woman. She had made him 
spend $5,000 on her in four months, and I 
wanted to get my own property in my 
keeping, away from her.” 

The police say that Dr. L. O. ge 
son, who was called in to attend Neill, - 
parently thought he was suffering merely 
from knockout drops, and paid no atten- 
tion to the wound under the eye. He did 
not report the suspicious circumstances of 
the death and no attempt was b ig to 
detain Mrs, Neill. 

Indeed, the hotel keeper hurried her 
away, and it was one of her actions as 
she was departing that has revealed the 
probable weapon which killed Neill. As 
she was leaving the hotel she expressed 
the utmost anxiety to return to the room 
to fetch her umbrella. The clerk refused 
to allow her on the ground. 

Sheriff Ritch heard of this and had the 
umbrella examined. It was tightly rolled, 
but inside was found a nail file about two 
inches long with a bone handle. There 
were traces of blood upon it, although it 
had: evidently been scrubbed with qa tooth 
brush in the basin under the faucet. It 
was compared with the wound, and was 
found to coincide exactly with its size and 
depth The police say there is little 
doubt that it was this file which -pierced 
Neill’s brain. Mrs. Neill told the doctor 
that he had fallen upon a knife and cut 
himseif, 

When she reached New York she was in 
a state of hysteria. She had nowhere to 
go but home, and she made her way there. 
She arrived about 2:30 o'clock Saturday 
morning, and for a pooh could not obtain 
admission. At length the dog heard her 
and began to whine. This aroused the 
family, and she was let in. She was in a 
state of collapse, and a doctor had to be 
summoned immediately. 

All Saturday she was in a dangerous 
condition and unable to give a connected 
uccount of herself. She was put under the 
influence of drugs and quieted before she 
could be removed to Bellevue Hospital. 
She recovered yesterday a good deal, and 
will be able to appear in court to-day.
